In 
the instant case the different inventions. The inventions are related in that they both 
contain the dye of fomiula 1 . However the coating composition and the dyeing 
composition have different modes of operation and different effects. The coating 
composition (I) may be used as a paint while the dyeing cx)mposition II may be used to 
dye molded material or as an ink jet ink. Because these inventions are distinct for the 
reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
